Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ohgami et al 
5738536. 

Disclosed are laptop computer (processor-based device) 1 having connector 88 
for a power carrying cable, and component (display) 143 to which access is blocked 
when closed even while the cable is coupled to the connector. 

Claims 5-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 5, 
line 2, "a" should be changed to - said ~; line 3, "to receive said power carrying cable" 
should be deleted. In claim 10, line 3, "with" should be - because of ~, and - being - 
should be inserted after "battery\ Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 11-30 are allowed. 

Claims 2-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the prior art of record discloses or teaches blocking access to an 
external memory card or battery being connected, or because of the cable extending 
through a door that is openable to access a component. 

The other references cited on Form 892 disclose access doors or hot swappable 
systems.
